REVIVAL MEETING AT CLARKSBURG, 
WEST VIRGINIA 





We began revival meetings 
at Clarksburg, W. Va. Nov. 18th 
and lasting until Dec. 12th, with 
John L. Goins of Christopher, 
Illinois as Evangelist, which was 
a great victory for Jesus and His 
Church, there were about thir- 
ty-five saved, and quite a num- 
ber sanctified and about twelve 
received: the Holy Ghost. 

This was the greatest reviv- 
al Clarksburg has had for sev- 
eral years, im the Pentecostal 
faith, many came from miles 
around to attend these meet- 
ings, from various cities, some 
as far as seventy miles distance, 
and sought God for the Holy 
Ghost and found it, and will go 
out to tell in other sections of 
the country the good news of a 
Spirit-filled life. 

These meetings were far 
reaching in effect, the work 
here having suffered much in 
times past from unwise doing, 
but much of the bad. impres- 
sions and prejudice was moved 
out of the way and God worked 
among the various people, the 
Methodist, Baptist, Presbyter- 
ians, United Brethren § and 
Catholics all attended these 
meetings. with great interest and 
spiritual satisfaction. 

We look for many of them 
to get so hungry for God, that 
they will let go for God and His 
Church. The weather was very 
rainy and bad much of the time, 
but the large tabernacle was 
more than full over the week 
ends and the week services were 
also well attended. 

The spiritual fervor of the 





meeting ran high, generally, the 
saints enjoyed themselves and 
worked for God, helping the 
many hungry hearts to find God. 
God was good and found of all 
classes, some very fine folks 
were saved in these meetings, 
that will make good workers for 
Him. and if we coul4 have con- 
tinued on there would have been 
many more prayed through, as 
we closed with uround twenty- 
five at the altar seeking God. 

However, we expect to open 
another evangelistic campaign 
soon, this is a fine little City, of 
about thirty thousand popula- 
tion and thank God we are right 
on Main Street and the car line, 
where we can do something and 
reach the people.

Our 
chief attorney, Chas. S. May- 
field, of this city, filed his brief, 
argument and petition for sup- 
ersedeas in the Supreme Court 
of the State of Tennessee and 
duly notified opposing council 
that he would appear before the 
court on Dec. 15 and present his 
petition for supersedeas. Op- 
posing council appeared, peti- 
tion and argument presented,the 
same taken under advisement 
by Justice McKinney. The or- 
der of the Supreme Court was 
handed down on Dec. 17, in 
favor of the Churg@ of Gad, 


granting the supersedeas which 


has the effect of superseding the 
opinion and decree of the Court 


.of Appeals which was entered 


as of Sept. 18, but in reality the 
decree was not entered until 
the latter part of October, but 
dated back to Sept. 18. 

On account of the dating back 
of the decree our time for ap- 
pealing to the Supreme Court 
would have been almost con- 
sumed but our attorneys ap- 
plied to Chief Justice Green for 
additional time which was 
granted until Dec. 15. 

The news of the adverse de- 
cree was received just about the 
closing of the Twenty-first An- 
nual Assembly of the Church of 
God. It was at that time cir- 
culated by some of our opposers 
that this was the final decree 
and that the whole matter was 
settled and no further resort. 
Many of our good people left 
the city not knowing but what 
this was true. It was also rum- 
ored far and wide that we can- 
not get into the Supreme Court 
and that that opinion was final. 
Many letters were written to 
that effect and on account of 
this a land slide was expected to 


them, but it failed to slide. 


Our attorneys have been very 


hopeful all the way that the 
Supreme Court would reverse 
the opinion above referred to 
and sustain the decision of the 
Chancellor which was in our 
favor.

SUPREME COURT 
AGREES TO HEAR 


“EaesLiowellyn Fectign 1 : 


CASE PROBABLY 
END ABOUT MARCH 1 


Thestate supreifie court last week 
granted the petition of attorneys for 
the Lee-Llewellyn faction in the 
Church of God ‘controversy in which 
they asked for a review of the testi- 
mony by the supreme court. This 
petition had been presented follow- 
ing the opinion and decree of the 
court of civil appeals, which reversed 
the hdlding of the lower court, dis- 
possessed the Lée-Llewellyn faction 
of the right to use the church name 
and to do business under the name 
of the Church of God. The ‘Lee- 
Llewellyn faction were in fact still_in 
possession of the physical effects of 
the church, such as the publishing 
house, the orphanages, etc. 

It will be remembered that in the 
hearing of this case before the 
chancery court a decree was given 
depriving the /Tomlinson-Lawson fac- 
tion the right to the use of the 
church name and property, but was 
later modified so as to permit them 
to use the name with certain modifi- 
cations. They appealed to the court 
of appeals and after hearing argu- 
ment and reviewing the testimony, 
Judge Hal Portrum delivered a 
lengthy opinion reversing the find- 
ing of the lower court. A decree 
was later entered depriving the other 
faction of the use of the name. ‘The 
action of last week again reverses 
the matter, virtually setting aside the 
opinion and decree of the appellate 
court and for the time being restor- 
ing the status of the case under the 
chancellor’s ruling. The attorneys of 
the Tomlinson faction will now have 
forty-five days in which to make 
answer to the supercedeas, and fif- 
teen days wil]l be granted the other 
attorneys to file answer to _ that 
answer. This will bring the matter 
up to March 1, after which the case 
will be docketed for argument and’ 
review before the supreme court of 
the state. The final trial will occur 


mefore that body in Nashville and 
»-ans are to have the hearing as early 
» cer March 1 as is practicable. 


NOTE.—The above article ap- 
peared in the Cleveland Herald 
under date of Dec. 23, which 
appears to clearly set out in briet 
the recent action of Supreme 
Court in the Church litigation, 
which is construed by us to be 
a victory for the Church. This 
action supersedes the opinion 
and decree of the Court of Ap- 
peals, the meaning of which is 
defined by Webster as: 1. To 
come or be placed in the room 
of; replace. 2. To displace, or 
set aside, and put another in 
place of; supplant. 3. To make 
#oid, useless or unnecessary, 
therefore, it has the effect of 
setting aside the opinion and 
decree of the Court of Appeals, 
pending the final hearing in the 
Supreme Court. This is also 
interpreted to mean that the 
status of the case stands in our 
favor as decided by the Chancel- 
lor. This ruling also *has the 
effect of brightehing the holi- 
days for us and of course auto- 
matically darkening them for 
others. Let every saint rejoice 
and at the same time humble 
themselves before the Lord for 
the final conflict.—Ed.

One day Jesus came to the 
baptizing, then John pointed Him out as being the “Lamb of God.” Andrew and Tohu 
being greatly attracted to Him immediately stepped away from the crowd end rollowed 
Him. They went to where He was dwelling and abode with H‘= ror a short time. The 
next day Andrew brought his brother, James, to Jesus. After this He called Philip 
and he brought Nathanael. y 

This was the beginning of the sgt for disciples to the Christian religion. Since that 
date many millions have socepted the call. 


FOUR MEN FOLLOW JESUS 


COMMENTARY.—16. Saw Simon. Simon Peter, one of the twelve. His name 
means “‘a stone”. Andrew. Simon’s brother. The name means “manly”. They were 
fishermen, fishing with a drag net. 17. Jesus said unio them. It seems as though Je 
sus won His disciples in a quiet, conversational manner. 18. Straightway. They im- 
mediately followed Jesus, did not delay as many to-day. This expression is used twen- 
ty-seven times in Mark’s Gospel. 19. James. The first of the twelve to suffer martyr- 
dom. 20.. Left thair father Zebedee. Often the most precious ties of kinship must 
be severed when one fully follows Jesus. 13. Again by the sea side. “Again” probably 
points back to the time He called Andrew, Peter, James and John. The multitude re- 
sorted unto Him, The indications are that Jesus liked the seashore for His preaching. 
The multitudes went out to Him as they did to John the Baptist. 14. As He passed by. 


Perhaps He was on His way to the sea side for preaching when He called Matthew. 
Sitting at the receipt of custom. A place of collecting taxes. 15. Sat at meat in his 
house. Matthew made a feast for the Lord after he had accepted Him. Every true 
follower of Christ likes to spend and be spent for Him., 16. Saw him eat with publi 

. Cans and sinners. The Pharisees, who wanted to find fault, criticised Him, for eating 
and associating with the wicked classes. He gave them to understand, that only the 
sick needed a physician. 17. I came not to call the righteous, but sinners. This is 
why He mixed with the lower element. 6. Ought himself also s0 to walk. John was 
a faithful disciple of Jesus, he abode in Him, and he walked as He walked, to prove 
that he was abiding in Him, therefore, he was able to instruct others.

PENTECOSTAL TEACHINGS.—Jesus does not call in person as He did the early 
fishermen, but He calls through the Spirit. Many who have received the real Pente- 
costal Baptism as they did on the day of Pentecost, have received a definite.call to the 
ministry. They have realized, as much so as Andrew and Peter, that they were to be 
fishers of men. They have left all and followed Jesus. 

Andrew, Peter, James and John did not fully realize the wonderfulness and extent 
of the call until after they had received the Holy Ghost baptism on the day of Pentecost.

Today we learn that Christ expects great 
things of His followers. He has given us & rule to go by, and if we would live up to 
this.standard it would eliminate all differences between brethren. 

We know of some men who try to practice the golden rule; yet they have ne 
knowedge of the experimental, Christian religion. Only the man who has experieneed 
the new birth that Nicodemus inquired about can really an@ truly keep the golden rule 

We sincerely hope that today’s lesson will make a lasting impression on many minds. 

THE GOLDEN RULE OF LOVE 


COMMENTARY.—27. Do good to them which hate you. The thought is, we are 
to do good for evil. 28. Bless them that curse you. Bitter enemies show their wrath 
in curses, we are not to retaliate, but rather pronounce blessings on them. 29. Offer 
also the other. This was the oriental way of expressing a general precept, “Resist not 
evil.” 30. Give to every man. Do not give just because he appeals in word, there 
ts usually a stronger appeal if he is really sincere. If he asks for a coat, see whether 
he needs a coat. He may need to be ignored, so he will be forced to go to work. 31. 
Do ye also to them likewise. If we are energetic we do not want to go about idly beg- 
ging, but if we should by accident get into trouble, we would desire help. So with ev- 
ery case we should weigh well before we give or refuse. 32, 33. What thank have ye? 
Sinners favor sinners because they hope for favor in return. Christians should love and 
favor because Of the love of God within prompting kind deeds. 34. If ye lend. We 
always expect that the article shall be returned, otherwise it is not a lend, but only a 
gift. We are to lend for the comfort of the borrower, not expecting to receive a favor 
from him in return. 35. Lend, hoping for nothing. Hope for no special favor in re 
turn, yet you may expect the article to be returned, but no other special favors. 36. 
Be ye thérefore merciful. Since the Lord is kind and merciful to the unthankful, we 
are to be also merciful. 37. Judge not. This must be interpreted by common, sense. 
The judge on the bench must judge thé criminal. Jesus says we shall judge angels. 
We are to judge when necessary, but never to damage the one being judged, but to 
bless the individual or society. 38. Give, and it shal? be giwen unto you. Jesus, on 


many occasions, taught the, necessity of giving and has promised that the giver shall 
receive in return to the same extent as he has given.
